1. tha purpose of this contact vu to escort ASCAISLH/1 to the 

2nd Field Hospital for further examination as reco— e nded by KDBABC 
physicians . Arrangements vere made by C. 0.. Details 

^ regarding paper processing at the hospital vere tak en care of by £ 

JJfor ASCAPfLDl/l in pseudonym. Around 0850, ABCAISUH/l took ni» 
turn as the last patient for bis X-Hay. d Zl vaa asked to leave 
the X-Ray preparation room when the doctor ^captain licholae May J^CKIW, 

^ pronounced IATBEIV) indicated he could speak the German l an gu a ge* I 
^roited In the waiting room adjacent to the X-Ray room. 

2. After about 15-20 minutes had passed, the GI assistant, fluster- 

ed and hurrying from the r-s»* room, signaled V 3 that he could 

enter the room. As CT 3 entered, he heard ABCAFKLJj/l half yell in 
anger, "Iaurentl Stefanovych” . AXCAPSLDl/l turned to C jsnd 
whispered that he had undergone a cross examination In xnv w asffllan 
language. He found the entire natter to be distasteful and mould relate 
the Incident in detail later. When AKAPKLH/1 Lag* r*ni to take 
X-Bay pictures In the next room, the doctor asked 5L J • maker of 
questions regarding AECAHtLI*/l, i.e., re his Identity, did ABCAfKLDl/l 
work for the Americans, bow ABCAPELH/l got to the West, etc . the doctor 
fired the questions agitatedly, first In Ukrainian and then In English, 
and appeared to be offended vhen^ 13 told bln that he bad no appar- 4 
ant authority to ask such mutation*, me doctor walked out In the direct- 
ion of the waiting room.

5* Inter, while waiting per request of the chief of this section, 
ABCAfflH/1 explained In detail what had gone on with the doctor In 
C JV * absence. The doctor apparently In a vary crude maimer tried 

xo extract personal data from AEQAESLUA* The doctor first detected that 
German was not ASCAFKLU/I'b native language and fired a stream of questions 
to the point where ABCAPKUH/l became uncomfortable and finally admitted 
that he was not German but a Ukrainian. At this point, the doctor began 
speaking fluent Ukrainian and again fired questions to determine AECAFE- 
LU/l’s place of birth, method of entry Into Germany, his occupation, his 
associates (he mentioned Fetro 8ANUTTH), If ABCARLIH/l was authorized 
to undergo the GI series, etc. AECAIBLIl/l, not expecting anything like 
this, naturally was caught unawares. However, he reasoned that the doctor 
undoubtedly was cleared by fj office and therefore he had nothing 

to fear and that his only course vm w try to evade the questioning as 
far as possible. ABCAPELH/1 told the doctor he was from the Ivor area but 
mannered to Identifying his home village. The point of interrogation, 

when £ ^entered the room^ centered around the doctor* s attempt to 

learm AECAFKlS/l'e true name.

J^went to the hospital later the num day 
to consult vlth the medloal chief about the doctor's behavior and to sake 
certain that the doctor would not talk about the Incident to hie possible 
Ukrainian ealgre contacts in downtown Munich (the doctor specifically ask- 
ed If AXCARLDT/l had friends at the Ukrainian free University In Munich) . 
The med ical chief admitted that the doctor had no right sating personal 
questions of AKAFCLXV/l. The chief then explained that the doctor, fol- 
lowing AKAPKLOr/l's exam, checked with the chief personally If he'd 
authorised the examination of the person escorted byf* . The 

chief assured the doctor that every t hing was In order'" 

5* It was fait that the chief, in taking the next step, would hare 
a short Interview with the doctor who has been at the hospital only about 
one month. It was decided that the chief would take advantage of his 
follow-up discussion to inform the doctor that examinations of such a 
nature do take place at the hospital with the chief's authorisation and 
that It would not be necessary for the doctor to take Independent measures 
to confirm the authorisation.

6. following the chief's Interview with the doctor, the chief told 

the following. The doctor covered up the fact that he cross- 
ed AKAHUH/1 but that when It "was obvious" to the doctor that 
AKAFKLXV/l was not a German, the doctor felt he should know more about 
AXCAFKLH/1 since the doctor spent about five post-W V II years in Munich 
among the emigre politico! end does not trust any of them. The doctor 
felt thfct ASCAfKLa/l was one of these emigres. Further, the doctor pro- 
tested C ^queries regarding the doctor's identity since the doc- 

tor wanted so project his relatives in the Ukraine. 

7- C. ^ thanked the medical chief for his assistance in the 

matter and it was agreed to forget about the incident unless the chief 
heard from £ In the future. It Is noted that the chief offered 

his fullest cooperation to clear up the episode. 


8. AKAFBUH/l, although he appeared somewhat excited and nervous, 
said that it was an experience that probably he will never forget. How- 
ever, he took great pride In his ability to parry the doctor's style of 
"Interrogation" . ABCAPRLIH/l jokingly added that if the doctor bad elicit- 
ed instead of using the direct, crude and angry interrogation technique, 
perhaps the doctor might have learned something about ABCAPXUS/l.
